Applicant petitions for the right to submit an 
Amendment after receipt of the Notice of Allowance for the 
above entitled application. 

The Amendment that has been submitted subsequent to the 
Notice of Allowance does not concern substantive matters, 
but involves matters dealing only with the title of the 
patent application and the application's lineage. 

The above entitled application is a continuation of 
Serial No. 472,559 which is a continuation-in-part of 
application 391,029, which issued as U. S. Pat. No. 
4,386,272. Applications Serial Nos. 390,029 and 472,559 had 
the title changed from APPARATUS AND METHOD FOR CORRECTING 
IMPERFECTION IN A POLYGON USED FOR LASER SCANNING to 
APPARATUS AND METHOD FOR GENERATING IMAGES BY PRODUCING 
LIGHT SPOTS OF DIFFERENT SIZES. The present Amendment would 
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accomplish the changing of the title to conform to the prior 
two parent applications. 

In reviewing the application before signing the Notice 
of Allowance, it was noticed that the title had not been 
changed to conform to the parent as was originally intended 
and the Related Applications portion of the instant 
application was incorrect.
